The Eddystoiie rock* form a very 
dangerous reef, lying In the English 
channel about • fourteen miles from 
Plymouth. ami here, in 1605. Henry 
' Winstanley built the first lighthouse. 
v\ Uich lasted but eight years. 

Wi uat an ley’s tower was swept away 
L»y a tremendous storm, and every one 
hi It at the time, including the builder, 
was drowned. Three years later Rud- 
verd's tower was built, only to be de¬ 
stroyed by flrddn 1755, and then came 
Smeaton’u 

Modern lighthouses really date from 
17 :,0, when this third one was com¬ 
peted. Smeaton’s design was faulty, 
but It served as a model for lighthouse 
, obstruction in masonry, wlilch has 
been followed in its general features 
ever since. This lighthouse btood for 
over a century, but it was not high 
enough to keep the waves from dash¬ 
ing the lantern and so was repioved 
ami the present one built in 1882 by 
Janies Douglass. 

At the time of the completion of the 
new lighthouse two bells weighing two 
tons each and struck by mechanical 
power were installed for fog signal¬ 
ing purposes. Since that date an ex¬ 
plosive guncotton fog signal hks been 
erected, the bells being removed. Prob¬ 
ably the most Interesting thing about 
the lighthouse now on the Eddystone 
Is Its solid vertical base. Heavy seas 
striking the massive cylindrical struc¬ 
ture are immediately broken up and 
rush around to the opposite side, spray 
alone ascending to the height of the 
lantern gallery. On the other hand, 
waves striking the old tower at its 
foundation ran up the surface, which 
presented a curved face to the waves, 
and. unimpeded by any projection un¬ 
til arriving at the lantern gallery, were 
partially broken up by the cornice aud 
then spent themselves In heavy spray 
over the lantern. The shock to which 
the cornlee of the gallery was exposed 
was so great that stones were some¬ 
times lifted from their beds.—Lookout.
